Helen, who comes of a good old fam- 
ily, and Is a granddaughter of Home 
stead Olrl De Ko|— Sarcastic l.aii. was 
sent by the dairy division of the Unit- 
ed "fates department of agriculture 
from Heltavllle, Md.. to Huntley, iMt, 
In May. lt'14. When she freshened M 
June 21 It was decided to run her on a 
semiofficial yearly teat without any 
grain In her ration. 

Her ration consisted entirely of al 
fnlfa hay. allage, and pasture, and she 
»s« milked three times a day. The nl 
fnlfa hay was of flue quality, and most 
of the silage was com silage, although 
she received a little sunflower silage 
In I>ecember, January and February.
